Notice is hereby given by the Division of Oil, Gas and Mining of its tentative decision to
approve the Large Mining Operations Notice of Intention for Gold Star Stone’s Lone Pine Mine.
Mining activities will affect the following area: SE1/4 and the SW1/4 of the NE1/4 of Section
34, Township 14 North, Range 17 West, SLBM, Box Elder County, Utah.

Gold Star Stone has submitted a permit application to expand an existing small mining
project to a large mining operation. The operator will employ the following mining and
reclamation techniques on approximately 22.5 acres of private land.

During Operations:

After topsoil is salvaged, an excavator will be used to remove the quartzite from the highwall
face and the floor of the pit. The quartzite is then sorted, split and stacked on pallets for
shipping. Safety berms will be maintained above highwalls and dump slopes and along the
access road. The access road is signed to keep unauthorized persons from entering the mine area.

After Operations:

All pits will be reclaimed by partial backfill of waste rock/overburden materials. Highwalls will
be reduced to between 2h:1v to 3h:1v slopes. Topsoil will be respread at a 6-inch depth over
areas that were disturbed by historic mining where soil salvage had not been required. Areas
where topsoil was salvaged will be covered with 12 inches of topsoil. All compacted areas will
be ripped to eliminate compaction. All areas will be seeded with an approved seed mixture that
was developed for the post mining land use of grazing and wildlife habitat. The improved access
road will remain as per the landowners request to access his property.

Gold Star Stone is fulfilling obligations under the Utah Mined Land Reclamation Act of 1975,
Utah Code Ann. §40-8-18.

Any person or agency aggrieved by this tentative decision to issue approval is hereby
requested to submit written protest within thirty (30) days of the date of publication to Mary Ann
Wright, Associate Director of Mining, Division of Oil, Gas and Mining, 1594 West North
Temple, Suite 1210, Box 145801, Salt Lake City, Utah 84114-5801, setting forth factual reasons
for the complaint. If no responsive written protests are received by the Division within 30 days
after the last date of publication, the tentative decision of the Division will be final.
